Continue “The Railways Act (Ireland), 1851.” 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble, 
holden in the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of the Reign 
of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act to alter and i4&i5Vi c t. 
“ amend certain Provisions of the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, c - 7o - 
5 “ 1845, so far as relates to Ireland,” which Act was to continue in 
force for Five Years next after the passing thereof, and thence to the 
End of the then next Session of Parliament : And whereas it is expe- 
dient that the said Act should be continued : Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
10 Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 

I. That the said recited Act shall continue in force for One Year Recited Act 
next after the passing of this Act , and thence to the End of the then continued - 
next Session of Parliament.
